CHIMNEY’ SITTERS. - 

Poa, ' Tokyo, June 14. 
“One of the Iatest of the differ- 
ent customs that modern times 
have brought into Japanese. indua- 
trial life is the vogue of the chim- 
ney ‘sitters ‘for the purpose of 
fighting out an industrial dispute. 
A pastime which, in America, was 
a -purely ‘individualist exploit of 
youngsters after endurance re- 
cords, or 4 curious exercize in 
self-expression, has become here a 
potent weapon with which to fight: 
capitalists,, ‘a demonstration of 
class-conscious ethics and a means 
whereby to draw, the attention, of 
the public, of the world ‘perhapa, 
to the”struggle of the workers and 
to their solidarity. . oe 
. The first time this unprecedent- 
ed method of seeking to settle a 
strike was tried out, it proved to 
be completely successful. The dis- 
pute, however, was not terminated, 
out of any consideration for the 
man-at~the top: of the smokestack, .
